Tho compensation of township officers 
of Amador is so varying and uncertain 
that 
only 
those 
who are peculiarly 


situated are willing to accept 
the re- 
sponsibility. Qualification is necessary, 
responsibility great, bonds have to {be 
given, offices to bo furnished and main- 
taincd,-books and papers' to be cared 
for, and 
tho officer required 
to 
be 
always on hand. 
"Well-equipped" 
men do not seek 
responsible 
positions 


at small wages, and yet the litigant of 
$10 is as much eutitled to correct ser- 
vice as 
the ljtigant of $1000. 
It is 
claimed that thti entire time of town- 
ship officers is not required in the per- 
formance of his official duties. 
True 
enough, yet ho cannot leave his beat 
and go elsewhere to find' employment. 
It would be a travesty 
on 
business 
principles to pay a "prison guard "only 
when he met withabreach of the peace. 
The trend of public opinion is "better 
wages" and the betterment of the con- 
ditions of 
the 
"man-wlth-thohoo." 


Low compensation 
has induced

of our unfortunate strikes, and always 
begets unwilling service. 


The lifeof a constable is in as great 
danger as the highest paidsheriff in the 
land, and should be rewarded for the 
risk..

contained some criticisms on tho pro- 
posed "bill"to change the compensa- 
tion of township: officers of Amador 
county from tho present 
"fee system" 


to a fixedsalary. 
Amongother things, 
it claimed that the constitution* placed 
a "bar" on tho proposed 
mode of re- 
munerating the present 
incumbents of 
township 
offices, 
claiming 
that 
tbo 


change involved an increase 
of salary. 


We are not a lawyer, but we are firmly 
convinced. that the change—theoreti- 
cally—is not an incroaso in salary, 
but 
merely a change in tho mode of com- 
pensation, for tho reason that the pro- 
posed . billlimits the maximum com- 
pensation of a justice of the peace 
to 
$35 or $40 per month, whiletho present 
fee system places tho limitwhich a jus- 
tide of the peace 
may receive in any 
one month at $75. 
(See statutes 
of
